GENERAL PROVISION OF HEALTH SERVICES IN THE AREA. . 


(a) LABORATORY FACILITIES. As from 3lst March, 1947, the 
Emergency Public Health Laboratory Service have continued these 
services,without a block payment. Use hes been made of both the 
Cambridge Laboratory, under the directorship of Dr. R. M. Fry; 
and the Ipswich Laboratory under the directorship of Dr. P. Martine 


(b) AMBULANCE WCE FACILITIES. The County Council became responsible 
for these services on the 5th July, 1948, the Appointed Day, for the 
commencement of the National Health Service Act. In effect this 
appeared to be only a new financial arrangement, for the County 
Council decided to carry out their obligations by making use of the 
existing services provided by the Red Cross Society. 


(c) NURSING IN THE HOME. The County Council as the Local Health 
Authority under the National Health Service Act proposed to continue 
the existing arrangements for the provision of a domiciliary nursing 
service. It is not expected that adequate staff will be available for 
Pong tities oub the provision of a night service will be considered 
when the shortage of nurses bccomes léss acute. 


(d) CLINICS AND TREATMGNT CENTRES, The National Health Service Act 
has changed the responsibility to other authorities for some clinics 
and treatment centre Ss, none of which are the responsibility of. the 
Local District Council. 


(e) HOSPITALS, The hospitals serving the District passed into the 
Deands Of the Minister of Health on 5th July, the Appointed Date. 


The hospitals used by Cosford residents may be judged on the 
following information with regard to live births and deaths. 


Of the 178 total live births to Cosford residents, only 92 occurred 
at the homes of the residents in the Cosford District. The remaining 
76 births took place in the main at hospitals beyond the area of the 
District. 


Of the 156 deaths of Cosford Residents in 194.8 there were 94 which 
occurred at their own homes in the District and 1 which occurred at 
the homes of relatives outside the District. The remaining 41 deaths

Js (i) WATER. Comprehensive Scheme. In September 1948,at Lavenham , 

a Public Inquiry was held regarding the application of the Cosford Rural 
District Council to borrow £274,000 for the purpose of providing a 
comprehensive scheme of water to their District. At the Inquiry a great 
deal of evidence was made available regarding the conditions existing in 
the Rurai District at that time and it was apparent that the situation 
Wapled preatay according to the locality. Thus, within the three 
semi-urban parishes of Lavenham, Boxford and Bildeston, 98% of the 
population had water either laid into their homes or available within 

200) feet.s in direct contrast, however, in the small parish of Wattisham 
93% of the inhabitant lived fone than 200 feet from their water supply 
and of these 32% were more than a quarter of a mile away. In quality too, 
there was great variation. The Council's seven main schemes supplied 
wholesome water to a large number of consumers. Although the hardness 

and high iron content gave rise to complaints from time to time,. the less 
fortunate inhabitants of the other villages were dependent upon a varierty 
of sources, such as private bores, wells, springs and even ponds and a 
considerable proportion of these were found to be unsatisfactory. The 
Scheme was subsequently approved. and eh is to be hoped that an early start 
tall be possible.

In the whole District these tigcurces répresent 22% and 16% 
houses with a piped supply and with a standpipe within 200 fect, and 23% and 
Hie of the population with a piped supply and with a standpipe within 
20 feet. 
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In Cockficid part of the village is supplied by a main served by 
a deep well owned by the West Suffolk County Council, while another 
standpipe provides a supply for a few houses in a different part of 
the partie.) Tae Council house estates at Elmsctt, Kersey, Monks 
Eleigh, Polstead and Edwardstone of respectively 10, Gay Ol, pbc wend Lt 
houses, have their own bores and watcr is laid on to the housés. 
All these installations gave a sufficicnt supply during the year. At 
Hitcham the dcmand has for several ycars been very close.to the 
maximum outputs; in July another bore was brought into service, the 
water being pumped dircctly into the main. In this way it was always 
possible to deal with the demand. 
Owing to the increase in consumption it was found neccessary to double 
thc size of the storage tanks at the small works at Lindsey. Durines 
the year no breakdown took place at any of the Council's works which 
caused a cessation of the supply. 


Twenty-two samples of main water were taken during the year; 18 
were satisfactory and 4 unsatisfactory. 


Piped Water Supply Extensions During 1948. In May an extension was 
made from the bore supplying the Council houses.at Himsett in order 

GG provade three taps im the village,:. thus obviating for a considerable 
humber Of persons, a long walk to the public pump. Diig® ajnehavers ely yorstroye; 
was laid from a private borewelli to supply six cottages and a farm at 
Priory Green, Edwardstone, and a tap was installed in Edwardstone 
Street, fed by the Council house estate borewell. 
An extension of the Brettenham mains was carricd out in October to 
supply a farm and several cottages in Dux Street.

The parishes of Aldham, Himsett, Kersey, Kettletaston, Layham and 
Preston have borewells fitted with a handpump and the quality and 
Quantity of the water produced is satisfactory: several public wells, 
however, notably at Winésor Green, Cockficld, and Wattisham, are 
liable to contamination, The other parishes rely upon privately 
owned wells and borewells, springs, and in a fow cases, ponds. Samples 
taken from private wells show the majority to be polluted and owing to 
the contaminated nature of the surrounding soil, it is often difficult 
to improve the quality.

Watcr Carting. Water carting was necessary in one locality only: the 
hamlet of Windsor Green in the parish of Cockfield. 


Plumbo Solvent Action. None of the water supplics of the district 
appear to have any plumbo solvent action. 
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(ii) DRAINAGE AND SEWERAGE. Following the Public Inquiry held in 
March 1947, concerning sewerage schemes for the parishes of Lavenham, 
Boxford and Bildeston, the tender for Lavenham was accepted in 
December 1948 for the sum of £43,050; work was subsequently commenced 
ana steady progress is being made. It will soon be possible, therefore, 
to improve the very insanitary conditions at present prevailing in this 
parish. 

In Boxford, the position has been considerably worsened owing 
to the completion and occupation of a further eight houses; the 
already inadequate scwer is now taxed to the limit of its capacity. The 
Council have, therefore, reluctantly decided that they can build no 
more houses in this parish until a sewer is available. Conditions in 
Bildeston have also deteriorated owing to the occupation of eight houses 
and this village is now traversed by a net work of evil-smelling ditches. 
It is therefore hoped that it will be possible to make an early start 

upon the task of sewering these two parishcs. 

In Whatfield a sewer has been laid to serve eight new Council 
houses, and it has been possible to connect twelve cxisting Council 
houses and one other dwelling. 

The Council have also given instructions for schemes to be 
prepared for the sewering of Kersey and Monks Elcigh and the 
preliminary work in connection with the first village is 
almost completed. 


2. RIVERS AND STREAMS. In the previous paragraph reference has been 
made to the extreme necd to complete sewerage schemes in the District - 
it is apparent that without them the rivers and streams of the District, 
whilst not in the gross state of some of the England's larger rivers, 

are polluted. 


3. (1) CLOSET ACCOMMODATION. Owing to difficulty in obtaining delivery 
of a vehicle, it was not possible for the Council in 1948 to undertake 
their proposed scheme of night soil collection by direct labour - it 
was, however, possible after several years of monopoly, to obtain 
tenders from different contractors for the carrying out of this work 
and to insist upon a somewhat higher standard both in the oollection 
and method of disposal of pail closet contents in the twice weekly 
collection at Lavenham, Bildeston and Boxford. 


(ii) PUBLIC CLEANSING. Refuse Collection. The parishes of Lavenham, 
Boxford and Bildeston, which are semi-urban in character, have a © 
weekly collection; the remaining parishes are visited every four weeks. 
The work is carried out by the Council's employees, a driver and a 
loader, and the refuse is disposed of by arrangement with the Melford 
R.D.C. in a tip just within their boundary. A feature of this service 
during the year has been the increase in the amount of refuse collected, 
particularly in the more rural parishes.

SECTION _E. 
INSPECTION AND SUPERVISION OF FOOD. 


(a) MILK SUPPLY. The number of registered cowkeepers within the district 
is 76 (26 Tuberculin Tested, 6 Accredited and hl non-designated 
Fifty-two visits were made to premises as routine inspections and to 
advise upon alterations and improvements. 


(b) M&AT AND OTHER FOODS. Centralised slaughtering for Cosford takes place 
outside the District at the Bures Slaughterhouse. <A certain number of 
provately owned pigs were slaughtered and inspected in Cosford. Visits 
were also paid to butchers shops both regarding cleanliness and the 
quality of the meat supplied.
